Soup is not vital if it upsets your 
digestion and often It provokes a 
feeling of sutlsfaction so that you are 
templed to leave the rest of the 
meal.

this meal, and should be served 
with a mustard sauce, Alternative- 
ly, ronst lamb or Hght grilled Jamb 
cutlet with potatoes prepared In 
their jackets. 

The green-vegetable fallacy per- 
sists. When I recelve letters from 
readers concerning diet, they invari- 
ably assure me that they “have 
yreen vegetables every day with 
dinner.” 

If they refer to boiled green vege- 
tables, or preserves which have 
been boiled, or greenstufl cooked 
with soda, they are not likely lo 
_benefit, nor are the vegetables valu- 
able as a food, if the vitamin content 
has been ruled out In the boiling. 

Fresh greenstuiIs are different, , 
although these cannot be universally 
popular, Lettuce leaves can pro- 
[voke forms of colitis, and in some 
cuses are forbidden in the dietary. 
Skins of fruit also are inadvisable 
with certain digestive apparatus. If 
you take your green vegetables In 
raw state they would be so much 
more beneficial. 

And if you are among those who 
ure under-welght, the most appetis-

ing way js to take the necessary 
frult and vegetables in the form of 
fresh juice—and have plenty of it. 


Every diet can be improved, re- 
vised and altered -if. you realise 
exactly what you eat and under- 
stand why you cat it. It is advisabic, 
too, to have more meals per day, 
and Jtght ones, than to try to over- 
eat at the three important meals. 

You can be lavish with tea—hot 
buttered sconces and plain cake, .or 
sandwiches which are savoury. 

And, by the way, it is no more 
beneficial to take jam with your tea 
bread and butter than to have 6 
savoury paste or filling, since jam 
loses much of its food value in the 
cooking. 

All who are under weight should 
try to manage o midday meal and a 
seven o'clock dinner or light supper, 
as well as beverage with biscuits 
on retiring. 

Apart from the food you eat, there 
is magic in the way you take it. 
Assimilate slowly, counting your 
30 in the mastication of cach bite, 
nnd resting afterwards for just a few 
moments. 

This is an cssentlal, since —hur- 
riedly digested -food can never bene- 
fit you in the same fashion, and if 
you seriopsiy intend to put on 
weight, you must take your food as 
a pleasure and not ns a rush-hour 
necessity. 

If you have too much weight, and 
if the accumulation Is regular and 
gradual, and does not “sky-rocket’’ 
you into~two stones more than you 
should weigh, count your calories. 

You may be having too many. 

You need not deprive yourself of 
the nicest things in the cause of a 
slender figure—it is unwise to cut 
out carbohydrates, becuuse a dict 
without them tends: to produce 
acidosis.

Be 
content to reduce slowly.

large gunboats were seen to cateh 
fire, founder and gradually sink, and 
two smaller ones were heavily 
damaged. 

The aerial rttack, which took place 
in the vicinity of Siangkow in the 
afternoon, was participated in by an 
undisclosed number of Chinese 
planes, comprising several squadrons. 
At the time of the bombardment, 
Japanese planes took to the air but 
were challenged and senttered by 
swift Chinese pursuit ships. 

The first raid, according to a 
communique, was on the Japanese 
aerodrome at Wuhu. All the bombs 
dropped exploded and worked havoc 
with the hangar and the field. 


Attack Infantry 


Shortly after the raid on the Wuhu 
nerodrome, another squadron attack- 
ed the Japanese positions ot Matang 
‘ond strafed the’ Japanese troops 
from o low altitude with devastating 
results, 

Turning their attention from the 
land to the water, the Chinese raiders 
then attacked the naval, vessels on 
the river. Direct hits were scored 
on one large and another small gun- 
pont, which caught fire. and were 
seen Hmping downstream. 

The third raid was also staged in 
the morning, when many Chinese 
planes bombed and heavily damaged 
a numnber of Japanese vessels on the 
Yanetse near Tungliu. ‘ 

In all the four.ralds, the Chinese 
plnnes returned safely to their base.

SLOWING DOWN: 


Fewer Orders Received In 


Past 


Quarter 


DECLINE OF 44,466 TONS IN WORK 
COMMENCED 


The falling off during recent 
months’ In the number of orders 
placed with British shipyards is 
strikingly reflected in the statistics 
issued by Lloyd’s Register of Ship- 
ping. 

During the quarter ended Mar, 31 
Inst construction was commenced in 
Great Britain and Ireland upon only 
173,031 tons, as compared with 217,- 
407 tons in the December quarter 
and 253,493 tons in the corresponding 
three months last year. This was a 
decline of 44,466 tons on the quarter 
and of 80,462 tons on the yenr, 


A similar position is disclosed re- 
garding new work placed in hand in 
foreign shipyards. The construction 
‘commenced abroad during the pust 
quarter was 434,801 tons, in contrast 
to 196,153 tons in the preceding three 


months and 482,853 tons in the cor-, 
187.7 per cent. of the tonnage being 


responding period of 1937. 


TONNAGE IN HAND 
UP ON YEAR 


Although the tonnage of merchant 
vessels under constructlon in Great 
‘Britain and Ireland at the end of 
March—namely, 1,089,077 = tons— 
showed a decrease of 30,349 tons as 
compared with the previous quarter, 
it was greater by 74,623 tons than the 
tonnage which was being built at end- 
March, 1937. It was also very con~ 
siderably in excess of the aggregate 
tonnage under construction In the 


three leading countries abroad. 


1 Some 211,000 tons—19.4 per cent. 
of the tonnage now being built in 
thls country—are intended for regls- 


tration abroad or for sale. 


The total tonnage now under con- 
struction abroad (excluding Russia 
nnd Spain; for which complete infor- 
mation is not available) is 1,805,619 
tons, or about 31,000 tons more than 
‘the work in hand at the end of 
December. Of this, 557,575 tons, or 
30.9 per cent. of the total, are intend- 
ed for registration elsewhere than in 
the country of build. The percentage 
js the same as in the preceding quar- 
4er, but slightly higher than a year 
Ago. 


The leading forcign shipbuilding 
countries’ are: Germany, with 370,118 
tons under construction (369,354 tons 
in the December quarter); Holland, 
310,667 tons (288,938 tons); Japan, 
303,779 tons (305,460 tons); United 
States of America, '72,764 tons (204,- 
134 tons); Italy, 159,695 tons (106,- 
850 tons); Sweden, 110,880 tons (128,- 
980 tony); and Denmark, 92,705 tons 
(100,156 tons). 


Total world shipbuilding showed the 
small decline of 5,488 tons as ngalnst 
the position at the close of 1937 but 
was still higher than in any quarter 
from June, 1930, to June, 1937. The 
amount of shipbullding now under 
construction In the world is 2,894,696 
tons, of which 37.6 per cent, is being 
built in Great Britoin and h@land and 
82.4 per cent. abrond. 


Steam and motor oll tankers of 
1,060 tons gross and upwards under 
construction in the world at the end of 
March amounted to 105 vessels of 
865,107 tons. 
244,657 tons were being built in 
Great Britain and Ireland, 16 vessels 
of 138,826 tons in Germany, 16 of 
118,390 tons in Holland, 13 of 104,650 
tons in Italy, 11 of 92,099 tons in 
United States of America, 6 of 70,625 
tons in Japan and 4 of 37,700 tons in 
Sweden. : 


The vessels being built in the world 
at the end of March included 9 steam- 
ers and 51 motorships of between’ 8,000

One of these leaflets, freely 
translated, reads somewhat as fol- 
lows: 

“The Chiang Clique have become 
the puppets of the Reds and are 
working towards the destruction of 
the Country. The provincial troops 
have been forced into the front 
lines, while Chinng’s troops are 
supervising them from the — back- 
ground. These tacties are being 
adopted so that the provincial armics 
will be wiped out, while Chiang’s 
forces remnin intact. Many provin- 
cial generals have been killed by 
Chiang, ineluding Han Fu-chu, Liu- 
hstang and others, which need not 
be enumerated. 

“The Kwangtung troops who are 
being sent to fight the Japanese are 
merely marching to their doom. 
Their wounded: ore receiving no 
medical attention and their general 
condition, as a result of the treat- 
ment meted out to them, ts pitiful. 

“We, the Japanese Imperial Forces, 
are determined to fight to the bitter 
end the Chiang ‘Party, which js the 
public enemy of the people. 

“However, all good people are our 
friends and we shall do everything 
in ovr power to protect them. We, 
therefore, advise you to break away 
from the Chiang Party ond to co- 
operate with the Japanese to, fight 
the Communists. It is only in this 
way that we can hope for lasting 
pence throughout Asin.”"—Reuter.

Lawyers, accountants, and ‘officials are agreed’ that 
if the Finance Bill, 1938, the text of which has just been 
published, is passed into law, it will be the most compli- 
cated Act in our income-tax code.: : 


Every ycar income-tax law becomes more intricaté, and the 


provisions for stopping tax-dodging, 
Simon in his Budget speech, are almost incomprehensible. 


The new Bill is full of provi- 
sions known as legislation by 
reference. That is to say, very 


many references are made to 
other sections, sub-sections, and 
paragraphs of previous Finance 
Acts and the Income Tax Con- 
solidation Act, 1918. 

The result {3. to produce a 
further conglomeration of legis- 
lation Which the average layman 
will find It impossible to under- 
stund. ‘ 

Even to convey that the first 2135 
of the taxpayer’s income which is 
Hable to tax shall be at Is, 8d, in the 
£ occuples in the Bill ten lines of 
obscure reference to involved frac- 
tlons of the rate of tax without men- 
Uoning Is. 8d. in the £. 


“LEGAL JARGON” 


All the main provisions outlined by 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer In 
his Budget speech are, of course, 
Included, such as the new rate of tax 
at 5s. Gd. in the £ and the addi- 
tonal allowance to traders in respect 
of plant and machinery consisting of 
a further one-fifth added to the ror- 
mat rate, instead of one-tenth as 
hitherto. 

The next two clauses of the BIH 
occupy three, two, apd one-half 
pages respectively of closely packed 
legal jargon, the effect of which is 
to upset legal decisions In the courts 
in 1937 relating to income arising 
abroad fron foreign stocks, which 
could not be charged for tax pur- 
poses under existing legislation for 
vartous involved technical reasons, 


“PROMISE KEPT 


The Chancellor has kept his pro- 
mise (to Ughten up the Iegislntion 
regarding the avoidance of tax by 
transfer of income to persons abroad. 

He has repliced certain parts of 
the 1936 Act which represented the 
first attempt to stop the effcetiveness 
of transferring investments, and so 
forth, abroad in such a way as to 
avoid tax. 

Under the new Bill tax shall 
be pald on income arising from 
abroad. 

The only exception jis where the 
recipient can prove that the capital 
from which it ls.derived was not 
transferred for the purpise of avold- 
ing taxation. ee 


“ RETROSPECTIVE” 


The Chancellor has also carried aut 
his intention to make Iegislation of 
this type retrospective by providing 
that the amendments shall have 
effect from and including the surtax 
year which has just closed on April 
6. 

But as this tax is not payabie until 
January 1, 1039, it is not truly retro- 
spective, and Is another instance of 
the way in which provisions have 
been_complicated. 

The next complication in the 
BHI also {s an attack on cases 
decided In the courts under 
which, generally speaking, a per- 
som could not receive income 
from an estate until-the cxact 
amount of capital of that estate 
had been ascertained. _ 

Provision ‘$s made for income 
under certain settlements to be 
treated for tax purposes as the in- 
come of the person who made the 
settlement. This appears to have 
the effect of nullifying the value of 
all revocable decds as a means of 
saving Income-tax and surtax, 

There are also certain amendments 
to the National Defence Contribu- 
tion. The first relates to subsidiary 
companies, the next to the carrying 
forward of losses against future pro- 
fits, and a third brings the wear and 
tear allowance for National Defence 
Contribution into line with the in- 
crease now made for income-tax

Several bundred Japanese troops 
which stole a Janding at Njangnlang- 
miao, about 15 kilometres west of 
Pengtseh, have been repulsed ino an 
enveloping, attack. 


At Tatukow, on the south bank of 
the Yongtse River, opposite Anking, 
between 200 and 300 Japanese have 
again Janded but are surrounded by 
the Chinese. 


Whilst the forts at Matang hnve 
been partially demolished by Japan- 
ese, the boom In the river there fs 
reported to be intact. Japancse 
warships ore unuble to sweep the 
boom as Chinese butteries at vantage 
polnts nearby shell them whilst 
Chinese alrernft actively bomb them 
whenever they steam new the boom. 


Reports received here confirm that 
three Japanese warships in the 
Yongtse River were severely damng~ 
ed yesterday when on squadron of

POSITION OBSCURE

And possibly because of these 
centuries of rivalries which 
inevitably culminated in battle, 
the national character has been 
affected. It would not be quite 
fair to say that the pcople,, in 
the majority, had jno national 
fecling, perhaps; but it must 
have been dormant or very 
under-developed to have failed 
through the years to exert 
cohesive power which it hus done 
in other lands. It may be that 
this lack was responsible for the 
civil strife; or it may be that the 
constant wars subdued the germ 
‘of patriotism—whatever was the 
pase it has altered in the past few 
months. It is not astonishing, 
because it ig a perfectly natural 
thing and has been repeated 
throughout history, that a 
nation, so hopelessly divided for 
a time, should suddenly harden 
into a unified whole to face a 
common danger. It may be that 
invasion was the one thing which. 
could bring that unity to China. 
In any event it has been accom- 
plised-—and in the space of days 
Japan’s aggression has done for 
the Chinese what no Emperor or 
warlord was able to do in years 
of effort. Japan, then, may 
have done a great thing 
for China. Tho treatment is 
drastic, and is certainly not the 
sort of thing to be recommended.

We are told that in our Metropoll- 
tan Ale Force, which is responsible 
for Home Defence, there are 1,500 
Orst-line machines, against Germany's 
first-Nne strength of 2,500-3,000. We 
are also given to understand that 
a certaln number of our machines are 
obsolescent. But two-thirds of our 
total are being replaced by more 
modern types, and by March, 1939, 
we are promised an entirely modern 
force of 1,750 machines, with full 
reserves. 


FIRST LINE CASUALTIES 


Aa regards productive capacity It 
is satd that as at present organised 
our maximum output is about 200 
machines per month, with an addi- 
onal 100 per month from the shadow 
factories when these bein to func- 
tlon at the end of this year, Against 
this, Germany's production Is stated 
to be 350 per month, with an emer- 
gency productive capadity of about 
600 

But whatever the actual fgures 
tnay be, one thing is certain, and that 
is that thts country must male a 
much preater effort If it iy to obtain 
su-called parity In the air, or, as ft is 
better deseribed. un Air Force equal 
to any emergency. 

Here 1 would interject that parity 
docs not necessarily imply first-line 
equality in numbers of machines, In 
fahting between equally matehed ait 
forces, If ts calculated that first-line 
casualties with probably average 5: 
per cent. petro month. Even under 
war conditions, alreraft cannot be 
turned out cunder six months. Un- 
less, therefore, we have a reserve of 
200 per cent. we shall not be able to 
keep our Alr Force up to strength at 
the end of the frst six months of 
wat; casualties will progressively 
overtake production unless produc- 
\lve power Is commensurately In- 
creased, 


In order to maintain our strength 
‘nthe fleld we need a long-range 
policy, organised factories und labour, 
and an unlimited supply of raw 
materials, 

Then there Is the question of Ser- 
vice personnel. The greater the 
complexity of the machines, the more 
intensive must be the training of the 
pilot, crew, and ground personnel. 
Squadron training with the new per- 
sonnel and more coniplicated 
materlal takes longer than it used’ to 
do, 


CO-ORDINATED PLANS 


As regards the formation of new 
squadrons, «a note of warning should 
be sounded in the Nght of experience 
gained in 1918. The eMctency of the 
Force is even more important than 
numbers. We should accelerate and 
expand the units as fast as possible, 
but not at the risk of squadrons be 
ing so diluted as to diminish the 
value of the Force as a fighting unit. 
It was the backbone of the original 
R.FE.C, which made the expansion of 
the Grent War possible. 

To send up men imperfectly train~ 
ed, as‘was found in the last war.

merely means unnecessary casualties 
In men and machines. It is satisfac- 
tcry to note that a sum js to be spent

‘the paramount, necessity that the de- 


fence pollcy of the three Services 
should) be fully co-ordinated. A 
combined General Staff should at 
once be sct up whose duty It will be 
to work out all strategical plans and 
Insure agalnst Qsponsion of effort. 
The detalls of the programme of. each 
Individual Service to carry this 
strategy into effect (in the case of 
the air, the character of squadron, 
the type of machines, &c.) ‘must be 
left’ to the Naval, Military or Ar 
Staff to deal with. 

It is also of great importance that 
the strategy and tactics of the air 
should be of a “forward” character—.- 
that ia, based on the best. that sclence 
und technique can give. Selentific 
knowledge, strategy and tacties can- 
not work too closely together. “This 
is now recognised. 

Turning again to the questjon of 
material, skilled labour for accelerat- 
ed productive capneity is the keynote 
tu the whole problem. It [s a matter 
for congratulation that the Govern- 
ment has at Iast decided to accelerate 
the production of aircraft. That 
acceleration must be os rapid os pos- 
sible and must be done in the right 
way. 


FACTORIES AND LABOUR 


The first question is, has the alr- 
craft industry been organised and 
prepared to effect a large increase in 
output if labour ts made available 
and en a low cost basis? If ft were 
N cuse of estublishing new factories 
the .delay would be calamitous. It 
may therefore be assumed that the 
Air Ministry has laid its plans on a 
really: large seale, that extensions of 
factories have been made, ° shadow 
factories equipped and orders for 
tools and muatertals placed to cover 
greatly Increased production. 

After the existing factories, the 
shadow factory Js of prime Impor- 
tance os a “war: potential.” Firms 
get the expertence and plant neces- 
sary in order to turn over to «war 
conditions when the “war potential” 
becomes an urgent necessity. This 
system might well be extended, * 

The next point ts to ensure the 
utilfsation of the faqtorics by our 
labour resources to the utmost ad- 
vantage. There is a certain shortage 
of skied labour, but the problem is 
really one of co-ordination and 
utilisation of our resources rather 
than an actual dearth. 

There must be a large and steady 
reinforcement of labour on existing 
contracts in existing factories and the 
utmost stress must be Jald on ect- 
ting this labour Into rapid operation. 
As we know, the Prime Minister, the 
employers’ organisations, and the 
trade union leaders are now gBrap- 
pling with this question. I¢ sufMlcient 
skilled labour can be made avallable, 
semi-skilled and unskilled Iabour can 
be more easily obtained, but it can 
only be used if the skilled Iubour, 
which ts the Rey, is there. 

In all this the most efficient busl« 
ness organisation and supervision Is 
essential. |The greatest Possible co- 
operative effort is needed to speed up 
the worl in Nand. It must be ensur-

LONDON FACTORY 


Another diplomat is Involved, and 
the police are also searching for two 
other suspects, one being a French- 
man, who vanished from Paris three 
years ago after a mysterious explo- 
sion In the drug factory he had 
established in the city.

Kionghsien, Shaunsi, July 4. 


Jupanese efforts to regain lost 
ground In south Shansi received a 
scrious setback to the cast of Yuan- 
ku, on the Honan-Shansi border, 
when a pitched battle resulted fn the 
wiping out of a whole regiment of 
the Shimohara division yesterday.

clad figure, ernztly zig-zagging to the 
praya, waving his arms furiously. 
We could not recognise him from the 
Sacramento, but later found out that 
it Was Father Downs, signalling for 
help ufter his house had crashed 
about his ears. His escape from 
death was miraculous,

Death Comes Slowly 


Sometimes 


Not until then were we able lo go 
ashore to view the havoc. Many 
bodies lay burled underneath their 
homes: 1 si several — still-living, 
pitiful objects minus their ilmbs, 
‘thelr bodies mutiluted beyond recog- 
nition, 


Only Dr. Worth was available to 
carry on at the Mission Hospital, 
where, assisted by nurses, he operat- 
ed throughout the night. Dr. Haring, 
of the U.S.S. Sacramento, came 
ashore shortly afterwards to assist 
the missionary doctor, and together 
they worked in their shirt sleeves. 
operating under the dim flickering 
light from kerosene lamps. 


Thelr first cases were six Red 
Cross girls, who were hit whilst try- 
Ing lo effect rescues after the first 
bombs had fallen, Three of these 
girls died during the night. 


Only Room For A Few 


The Mission Hospital treated al- 
together 90 cases before dawn next 
day, and lost only 15 of its patients. 
Many people, of course, could not 
gain admittance to the over-crowded 
building, only the more critical cases 
being taken. 


At 4.30 a.m. on Saturday, Swatow 
rocked to the dull boom of explosions 
again. This tlmc, however, it was 
not the planes, but Japancse war- 
ships, shelling the const a few miles 
south of the city. 


Two hours later the air raid sirens 
sent foreigners rushing back to the 
sanctuary afforded by the decks of 
the Sacramento, and at 7 am. the 
raiders were once more over the city.

Bomb Populated Areas 


Unlike Friday's raids, the Jnpanese 
appeared to have no definite objec- 
tives on Saturday, but dropped their 
bombs principally in the — thickly- 
populated areas north of the city. 
It is belleved that at least 200 were 
killed In thls district alone. 


Swatow experienced an unforget- 
table relgn of terror as the bombers 
returned again and again throughout 
the day.

BRITISH SHIPBUILDING 
- SLOWING DOWN 


Fewer Orders 
Past Quarter 


Received In 


DECLINE OF. 44,466 TONS IN WORK 
| COMMENCED - : 


The falling off during recent 
snonths in the number of orders 
Pinced with British shipyards is 
strikingly reflected in the statistics 
issued by Lloyd’s Register of Ship- 
ping. 


During the quarter ended Mar, 31 
iast construction was commenced in 
Great Britain and Ireland upon only 
173,031 tons, as compared with 217,- 
497 tons in the December quarter 
and 253,493 tons in the corresponding 
three months last year. This was a 
decline of 44,468 tons on the qunorter 


ind of 80,462 tons on the year, 


A similar position Is disclosed re- 
surding new work placed in hand in 
foreign shipyards. The construction 
commenced abroad during the past 
quarter was- 437001 tons, In contrast 
to 496,153 tons in the Preceding three 
months and 482,853 tons In the cor- 
responding period of 1937. 


TONNAGE IN HAND 
UP ON YEAR 


Although the tonnage of merchant 
vessels under construction in Great 
‘Britain and Ireland ot the end of 
March—namely, 1,089,077 tons— 
showed a decrease of 36,349 tons as 
compared with the previous quarter, 
it was greater by 74,623 tons than the 
tonnage which was being built at end- 
March, 1937, Et was also very con- 
siderably in excess of the aggregate 
tonnage under construction in the 
three leading countries abroad. 


Some 211,600 tons—-19.4 per cent. 
of the tonnage now being built in 
this country—are intended for regls- 
tratlon abroad or fur sale. 


The total tonnage now under con- 
struction abrond (excluding Russia 
and Spain, fer which complete infor- 
mation ts not available) is 1,805,619 
tons, ur about 31,000 tons more than 
the work In hand at the end of 
December. Of this, 557,575 tons, or 
30.9 per cent. of the total, are intend- 
ed for registration elsewhere than Jn 
the country of build. The percentage 
is the same as in the preceding quar- 
ter, but slightly higher than a year 
ago, 


The leading foreign shipbuilding 
countries are: Germany, with 370,118 
tons under construction (369,354 tons 
in the December quarter): Holland, 
310,667 tons (288,938 tons); Japan, 
303,779 tons (305,460 tons); United 
States of America, 172,764 tons (204,- 
134 tons); Italy, 159,685 tons (106,- 

Sweden, 119,880 tons (128,- 
3); and ‘Denmark, 92,705 tons 
(100,156 tons). 


Total world shipbuilding shawed the 
small decline of 5,488 tons as against 
the position at the close of 1937 but 
was still higher than Im any quarter 
from June, 1920, to June, 1937, The 
amount of shipbuilding now under 
construction in the world is 2,804,696 
tons, of which 37.6 per cent. is belng 
built in Great Britoin and Ireland and 
62.4 per cent. nbroad. 


Steam and motor oil tankers of 
1,000 tons gross and upwards under 
construction in the world at the end of 
March amounted to 105 vessels of 
865,107 tons.- Of these, 3f vessels of 
244,657 tons were being built In 
Great Britain and Ireland, 16 vessels 
of 138,826 tons in Germany, 16 of 
118,390 tens in Holland, 13 of 104,650 
tons in Italy, 11 of 92,099 tons in 
United States of America, 6 of 70,625 
tons in Japan and 4 of 37,700 tons in 
Sweden, 


The vessels being built in the world 
at the end of March included 9 steam- 
ers and 51 motorships of between 8,000 
and 10,000 tons each; 4 steamers and 
45 motorships of between 10,000 and 
20,000 tons; 1 stenmer ond 4 motor- 
ships of between 20,000 and 30,000 
tons; and 4 steamers euch exceeding 
30,000 tons. 

Of the 1,089,077 tons under con- 
struction in Great Britain and Ireland 
at the end of March, 551,508 tons 
conststed of motorships, while at the 
same date the motorship tonnage 
being constructed abrond (1,256,652

tons) was 726,361 tons in excess of 
that of the steamers, 


» Launchings in Britain during the 
quarter ended March Inst totalled 
170,992 tons, n decrease of 43,504 tons 
compared with the previous three 
months, but 4,308 tons in excess of 
the figure for the first quarter of 1937. 


FOREIGN LAUNCHINGS 
SHARP DECLINE 


In foreign shipyards 446,342 tons 
were launched, a decline of 104,19) 
tons on the total for the preceding 
quarter, but an ndvance of 143,378 
tons as compared with 2 year ago, 


Of the merchant shipbuilding in 
hand throughout the world at the end 
of March, 1,675,148 tons, or nearly 58 
per cent. were being built under the 
Inspection of Lloyd's Register. Of 
this total, 955,64) tons, representing 
87.7 per cent. of the tonnage being 
bullt there, were under construction 
in Great Britain and Ireland. Of the 
tonnage being built abronc, 719,500 
tons were being constructed under 
the inspection of Lioyd’s Register. 


With regard to the work in hand in 
the principal home districts, increases 
are shown by Glasgow with 288,420 
gross tons (as against 281,956 tons at 
end December), Liverpool with 77,180 
tons (04,580 tons), Newcastle 146,582 
tons (129,611 tons) and Dundee 40,485 
tons (38,992 tons). 


On the other hand, less tonnage was 
under construction at Greenock with 
146,765 tons (149,345 tons), Belfast 
121,750 tons (137,800 tens), Hartle- 
pool 35,530 tons (46,935 tons), Mid- 
dlesbrough 34,995 tons (39,846 tons) 
ond opoeaed 155,042 tons (169,697 
ons).

Japanese At Pengtseh 


Surrounded 


Tungllu, July 4. 
More than 500 Japanese troops at 
Pengtseh, who tried to break through 
a strong Chinese cordon uround the 
city, were merellessly mowed down 
by machine-guns yesterday afternoon. 


During the flerce encounter, which 
lasted for five hours, a Japanese 
battalion commander was killed. 


Pengtsch, according to an official 
communique, Is now completely sur- 
rounded by Chinese troops and con- 
tact between the beleaguered Japan- 
ese troops inside the city and their 
comrades at Matang has been cut. 


Shanwangehichtsien, an important 
helght on the southern outskirts of 
Pengtsch, and = Tienshan, another 
strategic height, were occupied by 
the Chinese in yesterday’s battle. 


Another column of Japanese troops. 
advancing, from Matang to a point 
about ten miles east of Hulcow, was 
also hard hit by Chinese forces last 
evening. More than 100 Japanese 
were |illed—Central News. 


Tightening Grip 


Kiukiang, July 4. 

The latest despatch from the front 
reports that the Chinese grip on be- 
leaguered Pengtsch has been further 
lightened os a result of an all-night 
attack on the clty proper from the 
commanding heights of Tienshan and 
Shwangfengshan. 


The Chinese counter-attack on 
Pengtsch, the despatch states, began 
on the early morning of July 2, when 
a determined: bid for the lost city was 
made by ordcr of the high command. 


Defying «a withering hail of 
machine-gun fire from the enemy 
trenches, the Chinese forces charged 
the Japanese positions, led by 
armoured cars, and using hand 
grenades. 


More than 400 Japanese soldiers 
and a battalion commander, Major 
Inoue, were killed, and Jarge quan- 
titles of ammunition selzed, while the 
Chinese casualties also reached 200, 
with Major Chiang Li!-fu, a battalion 
commander, seriously wounded. 


As a result of the encounter, all the 
Japanese have now retreated into the 
city and the four gates are closed. 
Preparations for a grim sfege are 
being made by both sides. : 


More than forty Japanese vessels 
at Siangkow have now s.camed up- 
river to the vicinity of Pengtsch in 
order to render bupport to the land- 
ing forces—Central News. 


Chinese Take Anyi, 


Yuncheng 


Chengchow, July 4. 
After a long siege, Anyl and Yun- 
cheng, on the Tatunz-Puchow Rail- 
way in south Shansl, were finally re- 
captured by the Chinese yesterday. 


The Chinese launched 2 fierce offen- 
sive carly yesterday morning and 
drove the Japanese but of the two 
towns.

Before the Negro, Major 
Green, was tried for murder in 
the Mrs. Mary Robinson case in 
New York, he was tested by Mr. 
Summers, who reported to the 
Police that the detector suggest- 
ed Green was guilty. Later the 
Negro confessed, and it was the 
lie detector chart which helped 
to send him to the electric chair. 

In Rhode Island a man was 
accused of murdering a woman, 
but the body was never found. 

Mr. Summers, using his detec- 
tor, reported that the man was 
innocent. Later the police learn- 
ed that the woman had dis- 
appeared of her own accord. 

New Jersey policeman was 
accused of taking a bribe from 
& motorist, and vehemently 
denied the accusation. He gub- 
mitted to a test by the lie detec- 
tor (see picture above), and lost 
his job after Mr. Summers had 
reported that the instrument 
had recorded against the police- 
man,

Hankow, July 4.

In addition, the Japanese acro- 
drome at Wuhu was heavily bombed 
yesterday morning, according to an 
announcement by the Chinese Avia- 
tlon Headquarters. 

Toling advantage of the fact that 
‘Japanese pursult plancs were pro- 
bably not patrolling the acrodrome nt 
night, Chinese bombers took off be- 
fore daybreak for Wuhu, where, it 
fs claimed, ‘the aerodrome was 
systematically bombed. Results of 
the raid are not known, owing to the 
_ pitch darkness, 

Later during the day squadrons of 
Chinese bombers took off to bomb a 
Japanese aircraft currier anchored In 
Yangtse off Anking. The carrier was 
protected by a flect of destroyers 
while five pursuit plines patrolled 
overhend, an additional five planes 
being on the deck of the ship. 

Braving the most intense antl-air- 
eraft fire and attacks by the Japanese 
pursuit planes, the Chinese bombers 
_ swooped down over the carrier and 
destroyers releasing 600-1b, bombs. 

The Chinese pilots reported that 
the aircraft cnrrier and two of the 
destroyers were sunk in the raid. 

The carrier is believed to have 
been one of over 10,000 tons.-Reuter,

From this breach the water is 
pouring, fan-like, through five minor 
breaches in the second protective 
dylse, 

It is evident that no repairs arc 
being attempted down there now, nor 
are any likely to be attempted in the 
near future, partly owing to the 
diMculty of operating along the 
narrow dyke-top. ~- 

This narrow strip of land is all that 
now remains above water, 

Only a tiny trickle of water is 
flowing along the usuol course of the 
Yellow River, but even this brings 
some danger, as Is indicated by the 
fact that a fresh breach of minor 
dimensions has occurred north of 
Katfeng.—United Press.

RELATIVE STRENGTHS 


Discussions ag to whether air parity 
is definable or how it should be de- 
fined do not seem to carry us very 
far, The practical question would 
appear to be: Ate our plans designed 
to give us an Air Force of the right 
size and kind, the most effective for 
our purpose and equal te any emer- 
gency? Are we taking all possible 
steps to get that Force as quickly as 
we can?) And Is our industry—what 
has been called our “war potential" 
—heing planned and organised to 
maintain that Force in the event of 
war? : 


Of The Air Staff, 1918 


It Is uot easy to obtaln accurate 
estimates .of reintive alr strengths, 
and Mr. Baldwin was badly misled 
In this matter. The position is never 
static and we have not caught up the 
leeway lost since the War, Nor is it 
possibic to nssess what progress other 
nations will hnve made in the mean- 
time.

Against 
this, Germany's production is stated 
to be 350 per inenth, with an emer-

But whatever the actual  Agures 
may be, one thing is certaln, and that 
is that this country must make a 
much greater effort if it is te obtain 
so-called parity in the air, or. aq it is 
better deseribed. an Air Force equal 
to any emergency. 

Here 1 would tnterject that parity 
does nol necessarily imply first-line 
equality in numbers of machines. In 
fighting between equally matched alr 
forces, Ho ls caleulated that first-lire 
casualties will probably average 50 
per cept per month. Even under 
war conditions, aireraft) cannot be 
turned out under six months, Un- 
less, therefore, we have uw reserve of 
2u0 per cent. we shall not be able to 
keep our Air Force up to strength nt 
the end of the first six months of 
Wi casualties will progtressively 
evertake production unless produc- 
‘ive power is) commensurately  in- 
creased. 

In order to maintain our strength 
in the Neld we need a long-range 
policy, organised factories and labour, 
and an unlimited supply of 
materials. 

Then there is the question of Ser- 
vice personnel, The preater the 
complexity of the machines, the more 
intensive must be the training of the 
pilot, crew, and ground personnel. 
Squadron training with the new per- 
sonnel and more complicated 
material takes longer than it used to 
do 


CO-ORDINATED PLANS 


As regards the formation of new 
squadrons, a note of warning should 
be sounded in the Ught of experience 
gained In £918, The eMfeciency of the 
Force is even more important than 
numbers. We should accelerate and 
expand the units as fast as possible, 
but not at the risk of squadrons be- 
ing so diluted us to diminish the 
value of the Force as a fighting unit. 
It was the backbone of the original 
RE.C, which made the expansion of 
the Great War possible.

cthould be fully co-ordinated. A 
combined General Staff should at 
once be set hp whose duty it will be 
to worl: out all strategical plans and 
Insure against dispersion of effort. 
The details of the programme of each 
Individual Service to carry this 
strategy into effect (In the case of 
the air, the character of squadron, 
the type of mnchines, &ce.) must be 
left to the Naval, Military or Adr 
Staff to deal with. 

It Ia also of great importance that 
the strategy and tactles of the alr 
should beof a “forward” character— 
that is, based on the best that sclence 
and technique can give. Sclentific 
knowledge,: strategy and tactics can- 
not work too closcly together. This 
ly now recognised. 

Turning again to the question of 
material, skilled labour for accelerat- 
cd productive capacity is the keynote 
to the whole problem. It is a matter 
for congratulation that the Govern- 
ment has at last decided to accelerate 
the productlon of uircraft. That 
acceleration must be as rapid us pos- 
sible and must be done In the right 
way. 


FACTORIES AND LABOUR 


The first question is, has the alr- 
craft industry been organised and 
prepared to effect a large increase In 
vutput If labour is made available 
and on on low cost basis? If it were 
n case of establishing new factories 
the delay would be calamitous. It 
may therefore be assumed that the 
Air Ministry has laid its plans an a 
really large scale, that extensions of 
factories have been made, shndow 
factories equipped and orders for 
tools and matérlals placed to cover 
greatly increased production. 

After the existing factories, the 
shadow factory Is of prime impor- 
lance as ua “war potential." Firms 
get the experlence and plant neces- 
sary in order to turn over to war 
conditions when the “war potential” 
becomes an urgent necessity. This 

rm might well be extended. 

The next point Is to ensure the 
utllisation of the fadtorices by our 
labour resources to the utmost ad- 
vantage. There Is a certaln shortage 
of skilled Iubour, but the problem {fs 
really one of co-ordination and 
utilisation of our resourees rather 
than an actual dearth. 

There must be o large and steady 
reinforcement of labour on existing 
contracts in existing factories and the 
utmost stress must be-lJald on get- 
ting this labour into rapid operation. 
As we know, the Prime Minlster, the 
employers’ organisations, and the 
trade union leaders are now grap- 
pling with thls question. If sufflctent 
skilled Inbour can be made available, 
semi-skilled and unsicflled labour can 
be more casily obtained, but it can 
only be used if the skilled Inbour, 
which is the key, is there. 

In all this the most efficient busi- 
ness organisation and supervision is 
essential, The grentest possible co- 
operative effort is needed to speed up 
the worl: in hand. It must be ensur-

ed that there are no departmental 
delays, ond that employers use their 
skilled Inbour to the best advantage. 
Costs will require ‘very close and 
constant scrutiny if they are to be 
kept at a rensonable figure. It Is 
important, also, that, while reinforce 
ing Inbour, there ‘Is no unreasonable 
increase In cost. 


VIRTUE OF FLEXIBILITY 


Turning ‘to ground defence, it is 
necessary that anti-aircraft weapons, 
guns and searchiights alike, shall 
keep pace .with defence in the air. 
Alr defence is four-fold—squadrons 
for interception, defence and counter- 
attack; ground defences, guns and. 
searchlighis; ancillary services, like 
balloon barrages; and alr rofd pre~ 
cnutions. In ail these, especially in 
production of antl-oireraft guns, 
much acceleration 1s required, and 
the supply of matertal and personnel 
must be kept in step. But it must 
never be overicoked that the real 
defence Mes'in the counter-offensive, 
the interception and destruction of 
the attacklIng force. 

Most important of all, it is essen— 
tial Lo ensure that our Defence Forces, 
when reconstituted, are turned to the 
best advantage. We must not only 
have the best weapons, but we must 
be able to use them. The character- 
isle of air power is its Nexibility, 
and thls must be utillsed to the full. 
There “has. perhaps been an undue 
tendency to treat the Metropolitan 
Air Force and other air units as 
though they were divorced from one 
onother, and this, with the tnereas- 
ing range of olrcraft, is unsound! 


IMPERIAL. AIR FORCE 


In conclusion steps should be taken 
to form an Imperial Afr Foree. In 
addition to local defence, we have a 
far-flung Empire whose protection Is 
o vital necessity. The last war found 
us fighting on a number of subsidiary 
fronts—Gallipoli, Salonika, the Suez 
Canal, Palestine, Mesopotamia and 
East African, The Imperial Air Force 
should be formed on the principle of 
dispersal in times of peace and con- 
centration at any threatened point in 
the Empire when war appears to be 
imminent. : 

In this organisation there should 
be no: watertight. compartments, and 
it should be possible to effect the con- 
centration of a Jarge Air Force in far 
less time than it takes to move forces 
by sea, It is more than ever neces- 
sary to regard the Air Force as an

There were ten cases of enteric 
fever for the four days ending July 
3, mid-night, and four cuses of 
enteric fever for the four duys end- 
ing July spinal meningitis. 

Meanwhile, steps are being taken 
to prevent the further importation of 
cholera, Ships from such infected 
ports os Swatow, which are always 
subject to quarantine during — the 
period of possible incubation amon 
passengers and crew, are being held 
in the quarantine anchorage — here 
for five days at present.
